Hope Star lost ha|i an hour's mechan- 
ical composition just before noon, and 
will appear a little bit late today; but 
owing to the proximity to the lunch- 
eon hour, the break caused very lit- 
tle inconvenience generally. 


George Sandcfur, plant 
manager, 


explained that the blow-off pipe on 
the middle boiler, at the plant ex- 
ploded, emptying both the middle and 
left-hand boilers, which were doing 
joint duty while the third boiler was 
being overhauled and cleaned. 


Immediately after the break, both 


end boilers were rigged up for duty, 
but it required the better part of an 
hour to gel up steam again sufficinet 
to pull the big generators. As the 
city water works depends on electric 
power to man its pressure-pumps, 
the plant had to call oil the fire de- 
partment for a pumper-truck to fill 
the boilers: with water.

Rains of the past week at last brought 
to an end the parching months which 
seared wide agricultural areas be- 
tween the Rockies and the Appalach- 
ian mountains. 


Generous rainfall fell

It included virtually all of 
the area from the northern portion 
of the Ohio valley, northern Missouri 
and eastern Kansas southward to the 
Gulf of Mexico.

ley Dodgers; William (Kid) Gleason, 
another to gain fame as a manager 
and as a lieutenant with Mack's 1929- 
iO champions; Wee Willie Keeler, Dan 
Brouthers and Steve Broclie. 


These were names to conjure with; 


an aggregation that in later years was 
described by Mack as "probably the 
{?rcate:sl lean1 in baseball history, out- 
fide the pitching box." 


At about the same time a new Mid- 


dle West, an organizing genius nam- 
ed Byron Bancroft Johnson. He then 
was the guiding spirit of the strong 
Western league, building up the or- 
f-'uni/ation 
that was to furnish 
the 


ickbono for launching the American 
ague m- a new major circuit. 
Johnson induced Mack, in 1897, to 


accept a part interest in and the man- 
agement of the Milwaukee club of 
the Western league. It turned out to 
be the most, important step in vhe 
career of the New England Irishman. 
Three years later another baseball 
"war" wa.s on. Mack was a prin- 
cipal figure in it and finally on the 
read to his greatest fame.
